Commander in Chief by Land or Sea, to do his utmoſt En- 
deavour to annoy the Enemy. And it is. manifeſt by this laſt 
Order, that even in the Opinion of the Miniſters it was expe- 
dient to take off this Reſtraint ro ſome degree ; and the leaving 
che Duke of Ormond ſtill under a Reſtraint from giving Battel 
to the French, ſeems moſt unaccountable, and inconſiſtent with 
che Liberty indulg d to him of joining in a Siege, and ren- 


ſuch advantage to the Allies as Cambray, which opens a free Paſ- 
ſage for our Army into the Heart of France; and tis impoſſible 
co beſiege that Place without diſſodging the French from their 
S lIncampment ; and this alſo is impoſſible if the French will keep 
S their Ground.

to the French three months ago; and it was further declar'd, 
that there was no ſeparate Peace, nay that ſuch a Peace would 
be fooliſh, knaviſh and villainous : and therefore while we 
are in War, and having no Security of a Peace, we conceive 

that ſuch an Order of. Reſtraint is a plain neglect of all thoſe 
kappy Opportunitys which Providence might, and lately did, 
put into our hands of ſubduing our Enemy, and forcing him 
to a juſt and honourable Peace. And ſurely it is imprudent 
and dangerous to rely on the Promiſes of France, which are ſo 
far from being any Security, that even a Peace would not be 
| fafe, in our Opinion, unleſs it be ſuch - 7 ſo full Satisfac-

4. Her Majeſty having with great Wiſdom declar d to this 
Parliament, that the beſt means of obtaining a good Peace, is 
to make early Preparations for War, and a vigorous Proſecu- 
tion of it; and ſince the Parliament has wich great Duty and 
Deference to her Majeſty, and as juſt Zeal for the Intereſts of 
their Country, and of Europe, given very great Supplies for 
that purpoſe, we conceive that ſuch an Order of Reſtraint, 
being very different from that Declaration of her Majeſty, 
muſt be the Effect of very ill Advice; by which the Parlia- 
ment's good Intentions will be defeated, and all thoſe heavy 
Loads of Taxes, which they have for ſo good Purpoſes chear- 
fully given, render'd fruitleſs and unneceſſary, and may, in 
_ concluſion,” after having thus trifled away our Wealth and Time, 
bring us into the neceſſity of accepting ſuch a Peace, as it 
' ſhall pleaſe an inſolent and domineering Enemy to give us. 
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
